A couple of years ago the then Chairman 
.of the Bangkok Dock Co, Mr. E. Hi Finch, 
gave a distinct promise at the annual general 
meeting (hat a suggestion to declare an in- 
torim dividend at the end of six months, would 
receive the serious consideration of the Direc- 
tors. Thesuggestion bas not been adopted, 
‘and it has not been thought worth while ‘to 
offer any explanation to the shareholders, 
which would assure them (hat the matter had 
at least been considered. It seems ‘natural to 
assume that there has heen no thought of 
discourtesy in this, 
lies simply in the difficulty “experienced 
in finding any good grotind. for relus- 
ing to filow the’ example pf other similar 
industrial companies paying a steady 
dwidend of over to per ‘cent. The, big 
docks of Singapore and Hongkong  pro- 
duce their half yearly -balancessheets, but it 
,was not proposed to disturb the established 
custom ofthe: Bangkok Mock'to that extent, 
No shareholders will doubt that the directors 
make themselves conversant with the ‘exact 
financial position of the Company month by 
month, or that they could safely fix a renson- 
able dividend at the end of the half year, A 
much younger company, the Siam Electricity, 
has hitherto made its financial period six 
months, but is shortly to adopt the plan of an 
interim dividend. Ifthat cause’ no difficulty 
in the case of the younger organisation, it is 
difficult to understand why.an old established 
company like the Dock, with'a very compre- 
hensive staff, should not be able to do as 
much, Anyhow, on the face of it, the sugges: 
tion is reasonable ennugh; it cannot be con- 
sidered in any way vexatious; and, if only to 
give an assurance: (that a profise publicly 
made by the Chairman is seriously meant, the 
reasons that have influenced the directors 
should have been as publicly stated by this 
time. —Banytok Timen, | fet 


NEW WORKS BY WAGNER. 
BASES oA ladle 


Mr, Henry Wood gave his friends and sup. 
Porters a unique musical sensation last month 
performing at the Queen's Hall, London, three 
works by Wagner which had never been 
played in England before. One of these was 
the “ Rule, Britannia,” overture, the discovery 
of which not long ago among a lot of second., 
hand music at}Leicester+aroused so much in- 
terest and discussion. \ Naturally enough, says 
a London paper, ‘the work is of very little 
musical value, Written us it was in 1826, six 
years befure the productionof “ Rienzi,” it has, 
of course, no pretension to the orchestral 
science and mastery of Wagner's later years. 
But even when we bear in mind what the 
Wagner of that day was, the work is dis- 
appointing. The treatment of Arae’s fine tune 
is curiously feeble and ineffective, the orchestra- 
tion is vulgar, and the overture as a whole is 
noisy without being impressive. i 

Decidedly more interesting is the Polonia” 
overture, the earliest of the three given, It 
was probably written in 183¢, when Wagner 
was a tripling of eighteen, and is undoubt- 
edly the outcome of the youthful composer's 
enthusiasm for the Polish insurrection which 
was destined to have so disastrous a finish 
Tn ennstruction, it is very amateurish ; indeed, 
there is a sort of charm inthe very helpless. 
ness of its workmanship, Some of the tunes 
used are good and striking, and often fore- 
shadow very interestingly the kind of rhythnis 
and turns of expression which were later to 
become so characteristic of Wagner's style, 

Far the best of the three ove rtures is © Chris- 
topher Columbus,” which was written about 
1835, There is some rematkable music in this 
work, The romantic atmosphere is often very 
forerbly suggested, and the orchestral work is 
often highly accomptished. Here and there 
are touches which give a furetaste of what 
Wagner wis afterwards to become, one passage 
in parucular having a disiinct suggestion of a 
famous scene in “ Das Rheingold,” 

‘The three overtures were not very well play- 
ed, the efforis of soine of the brass instrumen- 
talists being the reverse of satisfactory; but on 
the whole a good idea of the works was given, 
and the concert was certainly an extremely 
interesting experience to anyone who cared to 
ree whatthe Hercules of modern music wag 
like in his cradle. a 


MISS MARIE CORELLI ON THE 


WAR, 
ot ge 

“You ask me to join with others in express- 
ing a desire that what you justly call ‘this 
horrtble war in the Far East’ may be stopped. 
Most heartily do |. wish thit an hanourable 
peace might be concluded with the two heroic 
peoples who are at present flying at cach 
other's throats, but I doubt whether any other 
nation has the right to interfere. Were we 
ourselves engaged ina war which we happened 
to considervital to our national prestige and 
position, we should greatly resent any outside 
Criticism or advice. The evils of war are the 
natural throe and stress of conflict, which must, 
at given periods, take place between different 
nations in order to facilitate certain necessary 
changes of condition which are demanded for 
the world's better progress. Such conflicts 
are preordained, and occur at mathematically 
regular intervals of time. One can but 
deplore the awful waste of life on -these 
occasions—and the suffering of the brave 
Japanese and the brave Russians during 
the present terrific combat in which their 
respective Governments have engaged them, 
can but move us to the deepest pain and 
sympathy. With all my heart { wish the toil 
and trouble might cease, with honour to both 
sides. Hot atthe same time 1 am one of the 
‘dreamers’ who hope for 9 ‘Russia’; and just 
as every sludent of hislory is bound to admit 
that the French Revolution and its ‘Reign of 
Terror’ were necessary forthe cleansing out of 
much accumulated corruption in high places, 
even so | hesitate to say whether war is a 
greater curse than a long Tondage of tyranny 
and oppression laid upon the soul of a great 
people.

HE INAUGURATION OF 
_ PRESIDENT ROOSKVELT. 


yo >, A'SPECTACULAR DISPLAY, 


; WASHINGTON, 4th March, 
Standing bareheaded in the north wind that 
-whipped almost from thelr fastenings the huge 
flags that hung from and adorned the main 
pene cochére of the Capitol on the cast front, 
ut with the sun shining brightly, Theodore 
Roosevelt took the oath of office to-day as 
President of the United States in his own right, 
President by accident for almost a full term, he 
cotered upon hig new service under the most 
auspicious circumstances, Ona platform cle- 
vated ten feet above the broad concrete in the 
plaza of the Capitol, he stood.to take the onth 
of office and deliver his inaugural address. 
Back of him was ‘a huge fan-shaped stand 
extending up to the very front of the Capitol, 
with the massive dome surmounting it forming 
& most impressive backpround, 
* ‘This stand held ali the distinguished person- 
ages, American and foreign, who*have their 
official abidding place in Washington. Mrs. 
Roosevelt and her children, the Cabinet mem- 
hers and their wives, the Diplomatic Corps and 


-{ the entire Congress, with specially invited 


Kuests from private life, were there, 

Before the President, stretching almost as 
far ns the eye could reich, was a congregation 
of people typifying in the highest degree the 
motropolitan character of American hfe, In 
front of the stand, in company-front lines at 
right angles to’ the stand, were the stocky- 
looking Annapolis cadets on the right and the 
jaunty West Pointers on the left. The latter 
wore ‘no overconts, while the middies were 
warmly wrapped up. : 

In emblazoned line, facing the President at 
a distance of sixty yards, were the Grand 
Marshal of theparade, General Chaffee, and hi- 
money aides and the escorts of honour, includ: 
ing the renowned Rough Riders. Back of all 
these, held in restraint with great difficulty, 
was a heterogeneous crowd, ' 

Pushing and surging, the climax to the 
crowd's impatience to get within hearing 
distance came just as the oath had been ad- 
ministered to the President by Chief Justice 
Fuller of the Supreme Court: Signs of trouble, 
were noted on the extreme Isft, then in the 
centre, then on the right, In twos and fours 
came the people through the streets, Then by 
eights and tens, then by scores, until the scene 
represented nothing’ so much as. the washing 
of a levee by the waters, ‘In a few moments 
there was no line of restraint. The admiring 
people pushed by the soldiers and the: mount- 
ed police andstood in close formation before 
the President. 

It was a peculiarly appropriate passage that 
the President kissed in taking the oath, the 
more remarkable from the fact that Clerk 
McKenny opened the Bible at random. The 
verses from James i, 22-24 were as follows: 

“But be ye.doers of the word, and not 
hearers only, deceiving your own selves, For 
ifany be a hearer of the word, and not a doer, 
he is like untoa man beholding his natural 
face in a glass: For he beholdeth himself and 
goeth his way, and straightway forgetteth ‘what 
Manner of man he was,” 

The President began delivering his inaugural 
address at 1.03 p.m. All this time the sun was 
shinning brightly, as if sending down a bene- 
diction on the President's words, There was 
Ad covering over those sents occupied by the 
distinguished assemblage in the rear. : 

Those nearest him heartily, applauded his 
declaration that’ this country intended no un- 
friendly affront to other nations, but that it 
wouldy not sit mildly by in the face of any in- 
raking foreign aggression. Then the fan- 
shaped stand, bordered around by forty-five 
flazstafis with their flutering bunting tugging 
hard at the restraining cords, burst out into 
applause. Those on the outskiris took it tip 
quickly, although having no idea of what the 
President snid, Upon the cornices of the 
Capitol, all fringed with a black line of huma- 
nity, and in the perimeter of the dome itself, 
were other cheering Americans, who knew not 
what they were acclaiming except that it was 
something their favourite had said, 

The President occupied twelve tninutes in 
delivering hisaddress, ‘Then came a surprise 
for most of the thousands who were spectalors 
of the greatest quadrennial event in the city's 
history. In front of the President's stand there 
was sprung open a gate, hitherto concealed by 
the draped bunting, Down upon the level of 
“the plaza a detachment of marines rushed up 
with a wooden stairway, just as if they were 
practising a landing upon some hustile shore, 
Quickly it was hooked inta place, and down 
the President stepped, with shining headgear 
held aloft inacknowledgment of the plaudits 
of the vast crowd, Advancing between the 
lines « F cadets standing at “Iresent Arms," the 
President entered the White House carriage, 
drawn by four horses, with his own coachman 
onthe box Hight riders swung in at the head 
of the procession and, with Other units of the 
personal escort, began the drive to the White 
House, ‘ 

Interest naturally follawed the President's 
triamphal progress up brand Pennsylvania 
Avenue, the sidewa ks of every block of which 
were obstructed, 

Along the sidewalks for that whole distance, 
and around the turn and up ta the White 
Jlouse, were surging, craning crowds, deter- 
mined to seethe Chief Magistrate on his way 
to begin his new occupancy of the White Houses 

Despite the shifting hack and forth of the 
nwulhtitude, numbering perhaps almost 500,000, 
the effective toping of the avenue and activity 
of hundreds of policemen kept the crowds from 
trespassing on the 160 feet of reserved space 
from curb to curb.

Canton, April 8th, 


The past week has beena busy one for the 
Chinese, Wednesday began the ‘Worship of 
the Tombs, The weather, which had been 
very dark and rainy, cleared and by daybreak 
on that day thousands of Chinese of all 
ranks were on their way to the hills north and 
east ofthe city. Before midday the hills were 
literally covered with men and boys, and it: 
looked as if the entire male population had 
taken itself thither. The roads leading out of 
the city were as crowded as the narrow slreeis 
of the city during the ‘busiest business hours,- 
During ‘Ihursday the crowds were just as large 
as onthe previous day. Then, tou, the beggars 
of all descriptions were out,and the road side 
was lined with men and women begging. The 
lepers’ were scattered. here and there, The 
Tsing Ming is the great harvest for the beggers 
and this year they seemed to be very suc- 
cessful,

FIRE ON BOARD THE HAO LS. 
“SEGOVIA.” 

On the 7th inst, a fire was discovered inthe 
main hold of the H. ALL. S. Segovia which 
was lying at the Yangtze wharf, at Shanghai, 
It was subsequently found that part of the cargo 
of guano in the lower hold wason fire. Short- 
ly after the brigade got on board, one of the 
officers donned a smoke helmst and descended 
into the burning held to explore and found that 
the smoke was coming from the starboard side, 
just abaft the engine room bulkhead. Alter 


-silisfying himself that the fire could not be 


extinguished by any other means, the Chief 
Engineer ordered a stream to be taken intothe 
lower hold, and fora few minutes it was kept 
going with a spray nozzle. The fumes, which 
had been simply overpowering, then showed 
signs of abating and the stream was taken 


off, sothat some of the cargo coul-1 be removed. |. 


‘Vhe derricks were put to work, and about 
a hundred bays of guano were removed 
before the fire was traced. The stream, how- 
ever, had done its work, and although some of 
the bags were still smouldering, it was not 
found necessary to use any more water. The 
Segovia is a vessel of 5,872 tons gross and was 
built in 19c0, She was to leave that evening 
for Yokohama, and as comparatively litle 


damage had beea done, it-was not expecied | 


that she would be delayed, There were 5,00 
bags of guano. in the hold which caught fire 
and only a few. of them appear to. have suffered 
any damage. The fire seems to have been due 
to spontaneous combustion.
